There will 
be two Parliaments in Ireland—if the re- 
presentatives of the Republican movement 
will consent to take the oath of allegiance. 
Of course, they will refuse, and then 
twenty-six counties of Ireland will come 
under Crown Colony government. In other 
words, they will continue to be governed 
exactly as they are being governed to-day, 
with the help of British troops and of the 
Defence of the Realm regulations. | The 
Republican movement, strengthened by 
many new rebels against the policy of 
partition, will continue to wage a truceless 
war on the forces of the British Crown. 
The Royal Irish Constabulary—by that 
time, perhaps, Irish only in name— 
will continue to live the hunted life that 
it lives now. British authority and the 
Republican armies will maintain an un- 
ending’ conflict over the prostrate body of 
Ireland. Our trade. and industry will be 
beaten gradually into the earth, and the 
best of our youth will seek careers in 
other lands. That is the outlook which 
the Government's Irish conduct and Irish 
policy propose to the coming generation 
of Irishmen. They offer as Dante's doom- 
ful superscription under the guise of a bill 
“for the better government of Ireland.” 
Can we wonder that many law-abiding 
Irishmen—men whose families have given 
loyal service to the Crown in fifty wars— 
are being driven into revolt or into 
despair? It is a commonplace of such 
men's talk to-day that they could be “no 
worse off ” under an Irish Republic than 
under the present néqime of. lawlessness. 
We refuse to believe that the English 
people will allow an independent republic 
to establish itself in this country. We 
believe that they will give a very short 
shrift to any Government which, through 
irresolution or folly, allows matters to 
reach that point. That point, however, is 
in sight now, and the imminent danger is 
being obscured by Mr. Bonar Law's com- 
fortable words. if the Government wishes 
to save Ireland for the Empire, to save 
England from a grim and barren task of 
reconquest, and—last and least—to save 
itself, it will make haste to apply some 
little courage and statesmanship to the 
Irish problem. It will withdraw its Home 
Rule Bill, which not only has propitiated 
nobody in Ireland, but is making new 
We are convinced that 
the mere withdrawal of this Bill will ease 
the situation by removing an irritant that 


‘is vexing every aspect of political thought, 


whether moderate or extreme. The prime 
need, however, is a real restoration of law 
and order. The Republican movement 
flourishes to-day on a growing belief that 
the British Government has neither the 
purpose nor the power to recapture what 
it has lost during the vast two years. 
Spiritual faith is the evidence of things 
not seen, but in the ordinary affairs of 
life men demand some visible proofs of 
secular authority—vigilance to maintain 
law, power to ensure order, and swiftness 
to punish crime. Irishmen have no such 
evidence to-day of the existence of con- 
stitutional government under the British 
Crown. They have abundant evidence of 
the existence of a rival Government which 
enforces its decrees wheh and where it will 
throughout three-fourths of the coutitry. 
We shall believe that Ministers mean to 
restore law when they begin to restore it. 
If they do not begin without farther 
delay, they will bequeath to their suc- 
cessors the heaviest and most hateful task 
that administrative blindness ever piled 
upon the shoulders of British statesman- 
ship. 


War in China. 

The civil war in China seems to be 
approaching its end. The Anfu forces. 
under Marshal Tuan Chi-jui, have been 
routed by their opponents, and are 
in flight towards Peking. The trouble 
began in the capital. Here the Anfu 
Military Club, headed by Tuan Chi-jui 
and General Fang Kuo Chang, got con- 
trol of the Republican Government. 
These two generals were violently pro- 
Japanese, and were in direct touch with 
the military party in Tokyo, A pan-Chinese 
party, known as the Qhihli party, was 
organised by Tsao-kun, the Tuchun, or 
Governor, of that province. He summoned 
to his aid General Wu Pei-fu, a bitter 
enemy of Japan, from the province of Hu 
Nan, and hostilities began on the Peking- 
Tientsin: railway, where the Chihli troops 
came into contact with the Anfuites, rein- 
forced by troops drawn from the Mon- 
golian frontier. At first Marshal Tnan 
Chi-jui had a certain amount of success. 
and at one period the chances of a pro- 
Japanese victory seemed to-be favourable. 
The Governor of Manchuria, however, who 
at the beginning was neutral, has now 
joined the Chihli party, and has sent large 
forces to General Wu Pei-fu’s assistance. 
The latter seems to’ be an excellent 
strategist, and has done wonders with the 
forces at his command. Most of the 
governors south of the Yang-tse-Kiang 
have declared their neutrality, but few 
of them will be sorry to see the last of 
the Anfuites. The attitude of Japan over 
the Shantung question has caused great 
resentment in China, and the fear of 
further Japanese encroachments into 
Chinese territory has done much to hasten 
the success of the Chihli party's cause. 
When the tide began to turn against 
Tuan Chi-jui the Japanese military chiefs 
at Tientsin expressed their intention of 
otcupying the railway to Peking, in order 
to hamper Wu Pei-fu's movements of 
troops, but the other military commanders 
on the spot refused to sanction inter. 
vention of any kind. Further north, on 
the Gulf of Liao Tung, an American ex- 
peditionary force is very active, and we 
have no doubt that its presence near the 
scene of conflict will pat a check on the 
ambitions of the Japanese. In the mean- 
while the war is progressi

The Citizen’s Health. 


In his address to the Conference of the 
Royal Sanitary Institute, in Birmingham 
yesterday, Viscount Astor referred to the 
responsibility of the individual in relation 
to public health. The State has been 
lavish in the provision of hospitals and 
free medical treatment, but it has done 
little or nothing to educatg the indi- 
vidual. Certain diseases never can be 
eradicated until there is the closest 
possible co-operation between the in- 
dividua) and public health authorities. 
Lord Astor seized the occasion to defend 
the Government's’ housing policy against 
its critics, They had been.accused, he 
said, ‘of erecting buildings which were too 
small for the needs of healthy people. 
The complaint certainly has not been 
made in Ireland. This country’s quarrel 
with the Government is that not a single 
house of any description has been built 
under the Housing Acts, although 
thousands of persons are without a roof- 
tree. In Belfast, where it is conceded 
that the Acts have the best chance of 
success, the Corporation’s complaint is 
that the Government will not give its 
sanction to the erection of houses that 
could be let at a reasonable rent. 
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THE ROYAL TOUR, 
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THE KING AT SWANSEA. 

The Royal tour was concluded yesterday, and 
in the afternoon the King, the Queen, and 
Princess Mary left Swansea for London. Dur- 
ing the @ay Their Majesties visited the copper 
and timplate works, and the Queen opened a 
new dock extensidn, naming it Queen's Dock. 
The cars used to convey the Royal party along 
the dockside were those in which King Edward 
travelled t Mumbles when Prince of Wales. 

The final engagement in the afternoon was 
the laying by the King of the foundation stone 
of the new University for Swansea at Single- 
ton Park. Lord Kenyon, Chancellor. of the 
University, made sundry presentations, and an 
address was presented by the Court of 
Governors. 

In his reply, the King said that the Univer- 
sity movement in Wales had been a popular 
movement, and the inspiration and persistence | 
which brought it th h great difficulties to a 
successful issue had en derived from ite 
strong hold on the imagination of the people. 
Let them hope that all will alike derive ad- 
vantage from its work, and that every home 
in the Swansea area might sooner or later fee! 
its beneficent influence. The future prosperity— 
indeed, the existencé of commerce and indus 
try—would depend more and more upon the 
high standard of training and intelligence in 
all who directed their operations. The race 
would be to the highly trained. the batila to 
the well equipped. It was, he knew. their 
ambition to make the College a great school of 
technology, giving attention to he problems of 
the metallurgical imdustries, for which the dis- 
trict was renowned, and that it was also pro- 
posed to provide for the needs of their spin- 
ning and commercial interests.

MORE FIRST-CLASS TRAVEL NOW 


Yesterday the Rates Advisory Committee of 
the Ministry of Transport heard Sir A. 
Butterworth, General Manager of the North- 
Eastern Railway. There was no doubt what- 
ewer, he said, that a more substantial increase 
would be derived from a 100 per cent. increase 
than from an all-round increase of 75 per cent.

General 
Macready and himself were in almost 
daily communication, and the General had 
never been refused by the Chief Secretary 
—it was noticeable that he did not say 
‘by the Cabinet—anything that he had 
asked. 

It had been generally expected that the 
Government, after taking thought, would 
decide that the increase in the railway 
fares should be further delayed, possibly 
until the end of September. A definite 
statement was urgently needed, for the 
protest is daily growing stronger. Many 
indignation meetings were held in the 
Senden parks yesterday, while such meet- 
ings were taking place at holiday resorts 
all over the country. On Thursday, at 
the Central Hall, Westminster, a series of 
indignation meetings will take place, while 
from nine o'clock in the morning a peti- 
tion will be prepared for signatures. 

Well, the Government, through the 
mouth of Sir Eric Geddes, gave their 
answer to-day.

motion with the requisite support. 

A slump in prices has often been pre- 
dicted, but it has not yet taken place. 
There are hopes, however, for visits to the 
London stores and shops certainly show 
an inclination to fall. In Fleet street to- 
day shirts are being offered in a hosier's 
at almost pre-war prices, a fact drawing a 
huge crowd to inspect, if not to buy. This 
rm róba is said to be due to the refusal of 
people to purchase goods at the fanciful 
prices demanded, and, while shops have 
not been emptied, much of the apparent 
business has been due to inquirers seeking 
goods at lower prices than those offered. 
Shop assistants who have been haughty 
and unwilling to take trouble now have 
produced a new set of manners, and can- 
not do enough for customers. 

Alarm and anxiety are growing among

VALOUR OF THE POLICF. 


Cork Aasises were opened yesterday by Mr. 
Justice Samuels and Mr. Justice Moore. They 
were escorted to the courthouse by military and 
police. An armoured car was also present. 
Their lordships were received by a guard of 
honour of the South Staffordshire Regiment.

That day they were again em- 
panelled under circumstances of equal dark- 
néss—-that prevalence of detestable assassination 
had been followed in detail—and the present 
Commission opened overshadowed by the horror 
of the murder of Brigadier-General Smyth, 
D.8.0., eo recently appointed to the high posi- 
tion of Divisional Commissioner of the South. 
On Satarday night, while seated im the County 
Club, he was done to death by a gang of 
miscreants. He who had served with such dis- 
tinguished gallantry all t h the great war 
he who in the batélefield had n wounded eix 
times, who had lost a limb in honourable ¢er- 
vice, who had been four times mentioned in 
despatches. and had won rapid and distin- 
guished promotion in the field, had in Cork been 
done to death most dastardly.

PRINCE JOACHIM’S SUICIDE.

The suicide of Prince Joachim, savs a Reuter 
Berlin telegram dated Monday has elicited ex- 
pressions of profound sympethy for the sorely- 
tried Hohenzollerns on the part of the Con- 
Press, but no attempt is made to 
probe deeply into the motives which prompied 
the act. The facts of the tragedy are now 
generally believed to be as follow :— The Prince 
was found lying unconscious on the floor of his 
bedroom in the Villa Liegnitz, Potsdam. at 
eight o'clock on Saturday evening. He had shot 
himself in the chest with a revolver the bullet 
piercipg 4 lung. Prince Kitel Friedrich was 
summoned immediately, and Prince Joachim 
was removed to a neighbouring hospital. The 
ex-Kaiser and other near relatives were in- 
formed. The Prince died at ten o'clock on 
Sunday morning after regaining consciousness 
He did not make any statement as to the 
motive for the deed. The Prince’s mind. which 
was affected by the revolution, was still more 
seriously deranged by. the discussions on the 
settlement of the Hohenzollern property between 
the Crown and the Prussian State and by his 
troubled marital affairs. His wife left him a 
year ago, and the question of a divorce had 
recently become acute. .

AN EYE-WITNESS’S STORY. 
_ Upon inquiry among the railway employés as 
to what exactly had happened, an official re. 
lated the following story: “ At about 12.45 p.m. 
to-day,”” he said, “ four young men came down 
by the goods platform and stopped at the 
scales where I was working. They were there 
for about five minutes or so when I saw 
about ten or fifteen other young fellows come 
across the rails and from behind a number of 
wagons. As soon as the four young fellows near 
me saw the lads come from behind the wagons 
they jumped out of the shed on to the road. I 
was busy at the time, and did not very much 
mind what was happening. The next thing I 
heard was shouts of “ Hande up! ” and I looked 
out and saw them holding up the soldiers. In the 
meantime, two motor cars passed along by the 
goods sheds, one of them an open ear and the 
other a covered car. The men who were raiding 
the wagons took th: rifles from the soldiers, and 
loaded them into the motor cars, and the next 
thing that attracted my attention was the 
wagons in flames. The motor cars then drove 
away. In my opinion, the whole incident did 
not last more than four or five minutes.” 
TAKEN BY SURPRISE. 

From other descriptions given by eye-witnesses 
of the scene, it appeared that the armed guard, 
consisting of some eight or ten soldiers, was 
taken completely by surprise. At the time of 
the raid, the goods station—which is about a 
quarter of a mile beyond the passenger station— 
was in its norma! state of bustle, many lorries 
and carts arriving with merchandise for southern 
stations. The passage of the two motor cars 
through the goods entrance did not, in the cir- 
cumstaness, attract the atiention of the railway 
policemen or the other railwaymen on duty, 
and so quietly was the entire affair carried out 
that the departure of the raiders wes attended 
by a like success. They appear, however, not 
only to have disarmed the military guard, but to 
have saturated the contents of the wagons with 
petrol or some other inflammable fiuid before 
setting them alight. At 4.0 p.m. only an en- 
tanglement of twisted mete! and some smoulder- 
ing embers lay upon the rails where the three 
wagons had been, while a fourth wagon behind 
was also reduced to ruins. A few young soldiers 
who were seized by the raiders were bound and 
thrown into an_ isolated wagon, but shortly 
after the raid these soldiers were released by 
some of the railwaymen.

MUNITIONS DISPUTE,

THE POSITION AT DUBLIN 

YESTERDAY. 


As a result of the organised refusal of the 
railway employés to handle munitions for the 
military and police a grave paralysis in connec- 
tion with the Irish railway services has 
gradually developed. This paralysis is attribu- 
table to the systematic suspension of railway 
employés who have refused to handle trains 
carrying armed men and munitions. The crisis 
graduall became concentrated upon the Kings- 
bridge Terminus of the Great Southern and 
Western Railway system, where, on Tuesday 
last, the employés, refused to touch a train con 
taining military stores for the South. There- 
upon the three goods wagons containing stores 
were disconnected from the train, and shunted 
on to a eiding. The three wagons have since 
remained upon the siding, and have come into 
considerable prominence in conection with the 
munitions dispute. Shunters and other em- 
ployés of the Great Southern Company, have 
daily been asked to attach the three wagons to 
the goods trains outward bound for Cork, and, 
in consequence of instructions from their Labour 
organisation, have refused to touch them. 
Thereupon these shunters and other implicated 
railway employés have been dismissed. -Yester- 
day the total number of dismissals from the ser- 
vice of the company over these three wagons 
totall#d some 50 or 52 men. It was anticipated 
by the officials of the company that the dis- 
missals of trained railway servants would even- 
tuate this week in the total closing down of the 
goods service from the Kingsbridge. A guard of 
armed soldiers remained on duty protecting the 
three wagons, and continued there when each 
relay of railway employés presented themselves 
for duty. As is reported elsewhere these 
wagons were burned by armed men yesterday. 
All the military guard was disarmed. — 4 

It was officially stated at the Kingsbridge last 
evening, that there had been no further — 
sions or dismissals of railway servants.

ENGLISH N.U.R. LEADERS IN DUBLIN.

In the course af an ipter- 
view with á Press representative, Mr. Cramp 
said that the visit to Ireland of himself, and 
Mr. Thomas, M.P., was purely im connection 
with the application of the national railway 
settlement to Ireland. He emphasised the 
point that the visit had no polit significance 
attached to it, nor was it in any way essociated 
with the present crisis in the Trish railways 
arising from th; munitions strike. Neither he 
nor Mr. Thomas, M.P., was going to address 
any meetings. “In fact,” & Mr. Cramp, 
“1 am here on a holiday, but it is more of a 
business holiday than anything else.”
